Smart Work: By Police. 


Some smart work by the Hong- 
kong Police Forco has rasulted, 
in tho arrost of the pang said to 
be responsible for a number of 
highway robberigs, committed for 
tho most part on European ladies. 

Tho invostigationa first com- 
tmonced with -the arrosot, on 
Friday night;of o man alleged to 
hava ben concerned in an attack 
on a Chinese school teachor and 
on omah-in Park Hoad. A con- 
forsion from this man led toa visit 
by officers to a houee in vourse 
of construction at Bebington Path 
whore daggers and coils of wire 
wore found. Four men ~ woro 
arrestod thore, it boing suspected 
that ‘they were Naplloated in 
othorarmed robbories, notably tho 
ono on Mra. Harris Walkor ‘and 


whore ho will meot Chang Teo-| 
lin und Tuan’ Chi-jui.

RUSSIA AND POLAND 


AN UNPOPULAR

Warsaw, Nov. 9.

Sir,--I should like to add my 
protest to tho many published in 
the prask on the question of 
staffing s British 
institution with forcign ussistants 
of o particular religious foith 
That is roally what tho appoint- 
mont of. sistors of tho Maryknoll 
Mission to thé future Kowloon 
hospital amounts to. 4 

Quite apart from the roligious 
aspect of tho question thors 
arises the point of why it should 
be necessary for the Government 
to appoint sistora of a’ foreigh 
religious body in preference to 
British sisters who havo ‘bocomo 
fully qualified to attend tq tho 
sick—sisters whoso qualifications 
have boon obtained in British 
institutions—famotis—_throlghout: 
the world. tend ; 
. Can it bo that tho Government 
bogrudgo the prasont small salary 
Britieh sisters receivoY That 
would appear to ba the only ex- 
cuse, it beinggenerally undorstood 
that the Maryknoll Mission 
provide nursing sisters at morely 
nominal remuneration by virtuo 
of funds subsoribed by the publig 
of the Roman Catholic faith. 

That tho we.5 of tho mission 
is to be admired, none will deny, 
but surely it is not to tho crodit 
of any Government to tako 
advantoge of religious funds for 
staffing of its hospitals. 

Roligious mission work holds 
a field of its own, and it is 
cortainly not part of any religion 
to compete in either professional 
or commercist -vocations. And 
it is emphatically to be deplored 
that any .Governmont should 
support such competition when 
there is. an abundance of 
assitance to bo obtained through 
logitimato sources. . 

I boliove that our’ present 
nursing staff ia quite inadequate 
to desl with the large number. of 
cases in our hospitals, but that is 
not on account of any. difficulty 
in appointing additional British 
sistors. At the present time, 
thoro is a large numbor of trained 
nurses in ngland ita ar 
appointmonts abroad, and i in 
nothing short of scandalous that 
aftor years of training thoy should 
havo to stand aside in favour of 
mombers of.a Religious body pro- 
pared to give practically free 
Rervice, °° 

In conclusion, Sir, I would 
earnostly expross the hope that 
His Exsollonoy the Governor will 
foranko the policy of economy in 
doforence to tho wishes of British- 
ers in Hongkong, who rightly 
expoct to nce a British hospital 
staffed by British nurecs.

That the district was not easy 
to supervise by the Secretary of 
Chinese Affairs and that the board- 
ing house | was bending | coolies 
abroad without first being examined 
hy the S.G.A. were ‘the grounds’ 
on which, Raid Mr. R. A. G. North 
at the Kowloon Maglstracy on 
Saturday, the Secretary of Chinese 
Affairs refused to grant a licence 
Leung Lee, who was charged with 
keeping a boarding house at ‘37, 
Wni Ching Street, Yaumatl. 

Defendant pleaded that after 
his appliention for a licence had 
been refused, he sent all’ his 
‘emigrants to the Hung Fat Chan 
Boarding House in Hongkong. 

Mr. North told the Court that 
on the Gth a man called Ng Tung 


‘made—a—complaint—to_the S.C.A._ 


and Sergeant Bright was sent to 
inspect a certain house, where he 
found a number of ‘people and the 
defendant. ‘fhree of the men had 
been examined by the. 5.C.A. 
They were tiken there by the 
Hung Fat Chan Boarding House. 


Houses in this neighbourhood had ]. 
‘Theen used to accommodate coolies 


and had sent them-abroad without 
examination, 

In.answer to his Worship, Mr. 
North said that to sume extent the 
case was serious. He did not 


know what .the actual complaint + 
sfabout ‘the house was. 


This man 
had been kept there with others, 
three of whom had been examined. 

His Worship imposed a fine of 
$200 or two monthy’ hard lahour.

Sergt. Brizht, in evidence, said

To accuso 
the United States ux’ Trotsky 
has dono of a sinistor dosign to 
dostroy first one and then an- 
othor Evropean and ‘Asiatio powor 
until it is the groat mastor Stato 
of the world, is to,roveal himself 
a mad-brained fanatic and the 
dreamor of hideous nightmares. 
Witb Trotsky wo do -not need-to 
worry oursolvay vory much wore 
it not for tho fact that ho is at 
tho hoad of the Russian Sosict 
Government and that he’ was 
arguing at a conference of mili- 
lary mon against retrenchment 
in the army-and navy. That is 
tho serious part: of it—tho fact 
that such men as be aro in the 
possession of exocutive powor in 
Europo's biggost country, and 
that ‘by their actions and 
speeches thoy aro for ovor widon- 
ing {the gulf which soparatos 
Ruavia, politically, from hor 
neighbour countrios. 


Everything which, to moderate 
and gonsiblo mon and womon, 
spolls soourity and stability, spells 
rotrogression to tho Bolehovik. 
Tho Consorvativo victory in Eng- 
land—a victory which prosgageos 
an ora of undisturbed’ political 
have come 
ao n hard blow to the half 
bukod politicinny in Moscow. 
The sweeping result of tho 
American’ prosidontial olection 
must havo boon anothor blow, and 
the organisation in Franco of. 
strong Republican National party 
will bo gréoted in Bolshovik Rus- 
sia with somothing like dismay. 
And Troteky and his following 
oan aco that tho lavol-hoaded- 
nose of the educated prolotariats 
of other countrics is going to bo 
the groat obstacle fn thoir road.

Most of us are prono to regard 
Bolehovism as, boing somothing 
tucked away in Ruesia and not 
to bo bothored about. True, it ks 
out of harm's way for the im- 
mediate prosont, but, let thoro bo 
no mistake about it, thore will 
come the time when - tho 
doctrino of Karl Marx and tho 
dootrino of capitalismund private: 
ownorship will moet’ in’an opon 
clash. Bolshovism is a crood 
which can nover placidjy accept 
tho -oxistenco of capitalistic 
statos for all timo, Thoro “will 
be propaganda, 
propaganda = thord. will be 
subsidised rovolutions. We hbavo 
got to look upon Bolshovism as a 
vory roal ovil and praparo to 
moot . its worst ondeavours. 
Whon it argucs for largo armios 
on tho plea of combating 
Anvorica’s intention of “ bringing 
disastor to mankind" we can 
suroly sit,up and take moro than 
ordinary notico. 


Labour in Australia. 


Jf an oxamplo of what labour 
tyranny can be is requirod, ono has 
only to turn to somo of the inoi- 
donts which occur in Australia 
from time to timo. -Thora, the 
contro) of industry, and even poli- 
tics, has passed largely into tho 
hands of the Inbour unions, moro 
so in somo States thon othaora, and 
there can be no question that the 
natural developmont of the coun- 
try is somowhat hampored by tho 
power which this soctién of the 
community is oblo to wield.
